Hew By-Product is Manufactured 


Large and Small Presses 


One often 
1,-oiidos—particularly In 


ttils year of abtindanl fruit—what be- 
comes of all Ihe rest of the apples 
lifter tho number one's, and number 
twos are picked, sorted, pacltod and 
shipped lo market or cold storage. 
There ard KIWI quantities of rejected 
fruit and ;m n-chnrds increase in num 
her, si/.", and productiveness, their 
orchard produc'.s and by-products be-' 
disposition, like Ihe marketing of all 
comes a bigger and big^r proposition. 


Besides this tcjccted portion of th,i 


season's bounty, which undsr careful 
mclhod of spraying, pruning and cultl 
vailng. la growing smaller In propor-1 
lion lo the whole crop from year to 
year, there are those numberless ab-

Many farmers have a aimUi nand- 


prcss of their own, big tnough to grind 
out a barrel or two ot cldor for home 
use, but probably the larger part of 
them haul their surplus to a .nearby 
powed mill, w.iero the amount cxf Juice 
extracted from Iho same quantity of 
apples greatly exceeds whit ,thc hand 
machines produce. 


These mills sometimes buy ;the form 


ers apples outright and 
hi<ind)c the 


product themselves, but motre often 
(hey grind for the farmer What hs 
brings for grinding, give him .1 certain 
number of gallons o-f elder 'per5 bushel, 
and keep what Is left for tioll. Or 
sometimes thoy handle nont '.of the 
producl, but charge tho farmer so 
much per Ball-in for grinding.
